vnn, after building np a small fortune, 
was placed .in the same unenviable po- 
sition as was Mark Twain- when In 
1S03 his "rainy day" balance disap- 
peared iu the failure o£ a concern In 
which he was interested.' And the fa- 
mous composer met financial disaster 
with the same equanimity as did the 
author. By far the greater of the two 
financial disasters which overtook Snl- 
Hvan happened Iu 1SS2, and the news 
reached him under very dramatic cir- 
cumstances. 
In that year "lolanthe" 


was -produced at the Savoy, and as 
usual Its composer conducted the first 
1 performance. 
On the day filed for 


the production the bankruptcy was an- 
nounced of the firm In whose keeping 
Sir Arthur had Intrusted all his se- 
curities, and tlie news of tho crash 
reached the composer Just as he' was 
setting out for the Savoy theater.

The Fruit Is Never Picked, but is Al- 


lowed to Fall to the Ground. 


A peculiarity of prunes Is that they 


are never picked from the trees, but 
are allowed to fall to the ground. The 
reason Is that a prune must be dead 
ripe, with all Its sugar developed, or It 
will riot cure properly. Therefore tho 
ground under the trees Is carefully pre- 
pared and leveled to make a soft, 
srnooth'lxxl for the falling fruit. Gath- 
ering the fallen prunes Is a staple In- 
dustry in August and September. Boys 
and girls and often .entire families are 
employed lii It, camplug iu the or-' 
chards. 


Belug gathered, the prunes arc rolled 


down' troughs full of tiny needles that 
prick their skins. ,*They are then dip- 
ped In n hot solution containing lye, 
which cleanses them, and rinsed In 
cold water. 
Next they; are put Iu 


broad, shallow wooden trays and laid 
In the.Eiin for two or three weeks. 
This sun drying practically. converts 
them Into tlie staple prunes of com- 
merce and of boarding house Jokes. 
At'the lacking house they are assort- 
ed n's to size by a machine whlclr 
Ehakes ttiom over a huge sieve. The 
farther-the prune travels over thcf 
sieve the larger the holes, and when 
it comes to n hole a little bigger than 
Itself it drops through Into the proper 
bin. It Is tlleiv run through a vat con- 
taining hot Avatcr and finally' rolls 
down a chute Into a'wooden packing 
bor—the same box that you see at tho 
grocer's.' Wlien the prunes pour from 
the chute,''however, there Is u rdninva- 
'ble frame about three. Inches high on 
top of tlie boi. Box and frame go un- 
der a. press, which promptly stamps 
down the contents EO tbat they are no 
higher than the top.of .the boi. The 
frame Is lifted off, the cover Is nailed, 
on the box, nnd the prunes are ready 
to ship.—Will Payne Iii'Saturday Even- 
Ing Post

On the ninth day of the 
fesilval of Taboots;ibe taboots arc car- 
ried in a possession'vhrough'the streets 
of the various cities In India. On the 
tenth day all the taboots are tbrown 
Into some river, and thus ends the 
Mohammedan festival of Taboots.—

hand. ;sanliarlum' is derived from the 
Latin sanltas. from sunus. meaning 
whole or sound. 'Sanitarium' relates 
more specifically" to 'n place where tho 
hygienic conditions are preservative, of

where therapeutic agencies aro em- 
ployed.' 
Hence it Is the province of 


a 'sanitarium' to preserve health, that 
of a ^sanatorium' to restore It Caro 
should be exercised In combining tho 
proper vowels In these two words In 
order to Indicate correctly the deriva- 
tion."
